Any
manual of i nstructions published by any election
authority shall be identical with the manual of uniform
instructions issued by the Board, but nmay be adapted by
the election authority to accommodate special or unusual
| ocal el ection problens, provided that all manuals
publ i shed by el ection authorities nust be consistent with
the provisions of this Act in all respects and nust
receive the approval of the State Board of El ections
prior to publication; provided further that if the State
Board does not approve or di sapprove of a proposed nanual
within 60 days of its subm ssion, the manual shall be
deened approved.

(4) A conmunication by an organization operating
and remaining in good standing under Section 501(c)(3) of

When considering the anount of the fine to be

i mposed, the Board shall consider, but is not linmted to, the

foll owi ng factors:

(1) whether in the Board's opinion the violation

was committed i nadvertently, negligently, knowi nqgl vy, or

intentionally:; and

(2) past violations of this Section and Section

9-3 by the comm ttee.

The Board nmay shall assess a civil penalty not to exceed
$5,000 for a violation of this subsection, except that for

The list shall be nmaintained for each
el ection jurisdiction within which such voters tenporarily
abi de. | medi ately after the close of the period during
whi ch application may be nade by mail for absentee ballots,
each election authority shall nmail to each other election
authority within the State a certified Ilist of all such

voters tenporarily abiding within the jurisdiction of the
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other election authority.

In the event that the return address of an application
for ballot by a physically incapacitated elector is that of a
facility licensed or certified under the Nursing Hone Care
Act, within the jurisdiction of the election authority, and
the applicant is a registered voter in the precinct in which
such facility is located, the ballots shall be prepared and
transmtted to a responsible judge of election no |ater than
9 am on the Saturday, Sunday or Mnday i mredi ately
pr ecedi ng t he election as designated by the election
authority under Section 19-12.2. Such judge shall deliver in
person on the designated day the ballot to the applicant on
the prem ses of the facility fromwhich application was nade.
The el ection authority shall by mail notify the applicant in
such facility that the ballot will be delivered by a judge of
el ection on the designated day.

Al applications for absentee ballots shall be avail able
at the office of the election authority for public inspection
upon request fromthe time of receipt thereof by the election
authority until 30 days after the el ection, except during the
time such applications are kept in the office of the election
authority pursuant to Section 19-7, and except during the
time such applications are in the possession of the judges of
el ection.

If the chief judge or his designate determ nes
that the application submtted to him is a second or
addi tional one, he shall so notify the election authority who
shal | disregard the second or additional application.

The election authority shall mintain a list for each
election of the voters to whom it has issued absentee
ballots. The Ilist shall be mintained for each precinct
wWithin the jurisdiction of the election authority. Prior to
the opening of the polls on election day, the election
authority shall deliver to the judges of election in each
precinct the Ilist of registered voters in that precinct to
whom absent ee bal | ot s have been issued.

D. For United States Senators and Representatives to
Congr ess;

E. For judges of the Suprene Court;

F. For judges of the Appellate Court;

G For judges of the circuit court;

H For Senators and Representatives to the GCeneral
Assenbl y;

|. For State's Attorneys elected from 2 or nor e
counti es;

J. For anendnments to the Constitution, and for other
propositions submtted to the electors of the entire State;

K.  For county officers and for propositions submtted to
the electors of the county only;

L. For Regional Superintendent of School s;

M  For trustees of Sanitary Districts; and

N. For Trustee of a Regional Board of School Trustees.

Multiple originals of each of the sheets shall be
prepared and one of each shall be turned over to the chairman
of the county central commttee of each of the then existing
established political parties, as defined in Section 10-2, or
his duly authorized representative imediately after the
conpletion of the entries on the sheets and before the totals
have been conpil ed.

The foregoing abstracts shall be preserved by the county
clerk in his office.

Whenever any county <chairman is also county clerk or
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whenever any county chairman is unable to serve as a nenber
of such canvassing board the vice-chairman or secretary of
his county central commttee, in that order, shall serve in
his place as nmenber of such canvassi ng board; provided, that
if none of these persons is able to serve, the county
chai rman may appoint a nenber of his county central commttee
to serve as a nenber of such canvassi ng board.

The powers and duties of the county canvassi ng board are
limted to those specified in this Section. In no event shal
such canvassi ng board open any package in which the ballots
have been wapped or any envel ope containing "defective" or
"objected to" ballots, or in any manner undertake to exam ne
the ballots wused in the election, except as provided in
Section 22-9.1 or when directed by a court in an election
contest.

7. For multi-county educational service regi on
of fices, by the regional board of school trustees.

annexation thereto, shall be canvassed by the sane board
provided for in this Section for the canvass of votes of the
of ficers of such political subdivision.

conducted throughout a county and referenda of sanitary

court as may be appointed for such purpose, except where in
the formation or reorganization of a school district or
districts the regional superi nt endent of school s IS
desi gnated by |law as the canvassing official.
